From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
: BELFAST, Friday. 

It is beginning to dawn gradually upon 
the people of Northern Ireland how they 
are being deprived of the historic guaran- 
tees for the liberty of the subject em- 
bodied in the British Constitution. The 
Magistrates Bill emphasised this more 
than any previous legislation; for it has 
a wider application, and touches the 
people at many points. Magna Charta and 
Habeas Corpus were thrown overboard 
fourteen years ago, first as a temporary 
measure renewable year by year, and 
later as part of the law of the North. 
How far the Northern Government has 
travelled away from the historic position 
which gives all citizens guarantees of 
liberty, but also from the present British 
Constitution, was emphasised by an ad- 
dress by Mr. George McElroy, an ex-Resi- 
dent Magistrate, to the Central Presby- 
terian Association. No one who under- 
stands the historic position. and appre- 
ciates the fight which the pé&bple in the 
past made for the maintenance of their 
rights of freedom, can feel anything but 
anxious at the lighthearted manner in 
which those rights and privileges have 
been thrown overboard in the North. It 
is hardly sufficient to say that if every- 
one obeys the law they need have no fear 
that these powers will be exercised. The 
same could have been said of the laws 
and the Star Chamber in former days, 
and it does not get over the natural re- 
pugnance in ordinary people against the 
delegation of excessive powers of arrest 
and detention to any person. It is ad- 
mitted that these powers were given at a 
period of great lawlessness, and that even 
yet there is a not inconsiderable section 
which refuses to recognise either the 
Northern Government or the Courts. Ade- 
quate measures could be taken, however, 
to deal with any situation likely to arise 
without a permanent statute, which 
places the people of Northern Ireland out- 
side the freedom guaranteed by the 
British Constitution in a United King- 
dom, of which Northern Ireland is an in- 
tegral part. i

Wireless Debate

imports through the port of Belfast for 
the past year, and comparing these with 
the corresponding items of the previous 
year, present a vivid picture of the in- 
dustry of the Northern capital and pro- 
vince. The returns indicate a great 1m- 
provement in trade in every branch of 
export, with the exception of linen. While 
the export of linen goods decreased from 
38,909 tons to 34,997 tons last year, the 
import of flaxseed from abroad increased 
from 945 tons to 1,008 tons, indicating 
that farmers are paying more attention to 
this crop. The natural result of this will 
be probably a big reduction next year in 
the imports of flax. Last year almost 
19,000 tons of flax were brought into Bel- 
fast for the linen industry. At a price of, 
roughly, over £50 per ton this represents 
over £1,000,000 sent out of Ireland for 
flax, at least half of which could easily 
have been grown at home. The amount 
of coal imported into Beliast last year was 
1,331,687 tons—less than a thousand tons 
more than the year before. This repre- 
sents an import trade of nearly two mil- 
lions sterling. Coal is a great barometer 
of industry. The fact that the importa- 
tion increased slightly indicates that 
industry has not gone back, although a 
larger quantity than in the previons year 
was required both for the Electricity Sta- 
tion and the Belfast Gas Works. The 
former is supplying electricity to an ever- 
widening area of Northern Ireland through 
The im- 
| provement in shipbuilding is indicated by 
the increase in the importation of iron 
and steel plates from 42,055 tons to 
50,254 tons. 


Atlantic Air Service 


In view of the proposed experimental 
air service across the North Atlantic 
which is to be undertaken this year, a 
lecture given, by Mr. G. L, Walter, of 
Imperial Airways, Ltd., to the members 
of the Belfast Chamber of Commerce is of 
special interest. For the Atlantic service 
a new flying-boat is being created, known 
as the Mayo composite Ey ieg-boat. This 
new design, it is expected, will get over 
the difficulty of getting a heavily laden 
‘plane into the air. It comprises two 
machines locked together, one on top of 
the other. The upper one will be heavily 
laden with petrol and mails, and. the 
bottom, and larger, one with little petrol 
and no mails. The two machines will take

Sim,—1 have read the letters from Catholics 
in your paper, and would like to join with 
them in saying that It 8 most regrettable 
that a Solemn High Mass could not have 
been celebrated for the late King. All 
Catholics, however, know that Mass cannot 
be said for the repose of the soul of one 
who did not die a Catholic, If there is á 
doubt on this point, I believe the ecclesiasta- 
cal authorities allow it full benefit, but we 
are reasonably certain that the King died a 
convinced Protestant. 

Mass can, however, be offered for a private 
intention, and it may safely be assumed that 
a great many of us have availed ourselves 
of this privilege and have each asked for a 
Mass to be said for our intention, which is 
for the repose of the King’s soul. 

A number of us have also been asking why 
no public Service or some form of public 
prayer could not have been ordered. I notice 
that in London and in Canada the situation 
has been treated as one of national emergency, 
and public Services and prayers have been 
offered in the Catholic churches for the guid- 
ance of the new King and the welfare of the 
State in its tribulation. The Church tries to 
induce her people to regard all the events 
of life from the religious angle, but when 
such action involves public’ Services she 
would be reluctant to allow them for an 
object which, though the majority would 
agree was a worthy one, yet many would 
consider had a political bias by reason of 
being public. It is most regrettable that 
allegiance to the British throne 1s only tacitly 
acknowledged by the fnajority here, merely 
out of fear of the consequences should it be 
repudiated. To these a public demonstration 
would have been distasteful, as involving too 
marked a recognition of the Imperial con- 
nection, and I think that here we may, per- 
haps, find the point of view which has dis-

SCHOOL HOURS 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—I have seen it stated several times 
lately that women are not vocal enough in 
public .affairs. There ig one matter at least 
01 which they have been vocal both in public 
und in private, but without any success—viz., 
the matter of school hours. 
The majority of children in this country 
ars compelled to attend school daily from 9 
until 3, with hal‘ hour interval for refresh- 
ment. This means that they sit in crowded 
class-rooms during all the best part of the 
day. In the winter time it is a brave teacher 
indeed who wild insist on keeping the windows 
open to allow ín the fresh air. In the middle 
ot the day the children go out for half an 
hour to eat their piece of bread and butter, 
and then return to the half-aired class-room 
for the rest of the afternoon. At 3 o’clock 
they go home for the dinner, which has 
more often than not, been kept hot for them 
for a couple of hours. 
. How can children thrive and develop under 
such conditions?’ They do not. We see the 
results in the epidemics that sweep the 
schools in the winter, in the coughs and 
colds from which children suffer perpetually, 
and which should be unknown to young 
healthy growing boys and girls, in the 
stooped shoulders and misshapen forms caused 
by sitting over. desks, without any corrective 
drill or exercises and svorts out of doors. We 
deprive our townschildren of all contact with 
or knowledge of Nature except at second- 
hand. No time is allowed them to go out 
and see Nature for themselves, Book-learn- 
ing is regarded as the only kind of learning, 
and we try to pour that into them all day 
long, whether they are in a fit condition to 
receive it or not. Any teacher in our schools 
will tell you that in the afternoon the chil- 
dren are dull and heavy and difficult to teach. 
How could they be otherwise, deprived of 
proper nourishment and the joy of running 
about and exercise natural to young things? 
A complete change is necessary for the 
sake of hoth the health and the education of 
the children. A start could be made very 
simply by increasing’ ihe midday interval to 
one-and-a-half hours to allow the children 
time to eat their dinner and to get a little fresh 
air. During this time the class-rooms could 
he thoroughly aired. The afternoon hours 
should be devoted, by the younger children at 
least, to drill and sports and bodily exercises, 
or excursions into the country. 
This might have to be modified in the case 
of older children, but in all cases bodilv 
exercises and outdoor sports shonld be re- 
garded as a part of educntion.—Yonrs, etc.,

Here is a new way of developing a 
country’s mineral resources. The. credit for 
it belongs to Southern Rhodesia, 

Following a scheme of cash rewards for

£20 a month as remuneration, and told to go 
and prospect.

GLENAGEARY’S FINE

The President of the Medical Mission 
Auxiliary of the Hibernian Church Missionary 
Society (Sir William J. Smyly, M.D.) pre- 
sided at the annual meeting of the Auxiliary, 
which was held in the Hall, 35 Molesworth 
street, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

The annual report of the 38th year was

Dublin, and over 27, at the Dublin 
Trout Anglers’ Association hatchery, Temple- 
ogue. The fry were placed in the Liffey and 
Tolka Rivets. In addition, about 300 year- 
lings were raised in the Association’s hatchery 
and placed in the Liffey. They hoped to ex- 
tend their hatchery this year to accommodate 
75,000 ova, and the Zoological Society had 
also promised their assistance, whilst they 
had applied to the Department of Fisheries 
for 150,000 ova. 

These facts were mentioned in the report 
submitted by the Honorary Secretary at the 
annual meeting of the Dublin Trout Anglers’ 
Association, in the Dolphin Hotel, Dublin, 
last night. i 

The report further stated that, though the 
number of members had fallen off slightly 
there were still 707 on the books, and their 
financial position was sound, despite the ex 
penses involved in erecting a hatchery at 
Templeogue, the establishment and upkeép 
of which in the past year cost about £84. 
Much of that expenditure would be non-re- 
curring, but if they were to extend their 
operations they must exwect heavy charges 
on revenue for ova, etc. They had spent over 
£38 on ova in the past year without drawing 
on reserves, but the Committee felt that unless 
the revenue increased or the expenditure de- 
creased they would be compeiled to draw on 
their reserves each year. The Association was 
formed for the purpose of improving the fish- 
ing around Dublin, and expenditure on re- 
stocking must be regarded as a first charge on 
their fonds. 

The Association was much indebted to Dr. 
Ferrar and the Committee of the Zoological 
Gardens for their help in hatching ova. Dr. 
Ferrar had always given his time and know- 


Dee the past year 70.000 ova were 


‘ledge most ungrudginglwv to the Association. 


Mr. Walsh, the owner of the ground where 
the hatchery was situated, had been co- 
opted a vice-president, and thanks were due 
to him and to Miss Walsh for the great 
assistance they had given. 

- With deep regret, the committee recorded 
the deaths of Dr. Gerard Browne and Mr. 
J. Ganly, two of their vice-presidents, and 
also the. deaths of Mr. Rowland Sothern, of 
the Department of Fisheries, and Mr. 
QO’ Flanagan. 

On the motion of the president of the 
Association (Mr. E. P. McCarron) and Dr. 
R. P. McDonnell (vice-president), the report 
and statement of accounts were carried 
unanimously. 

The outgoing officers and members of the 
committee were re-elected.

14 vears to 15 years—announced in the 
Irish Times of yesterday—will give further 
strength to the feeling, already strong, in 
favour of like legislation in this country, and 
will tend at the same time to encourage the 
experiments mentioned in the he an of the 
Free State Commission on the subject. 

Such is the view held by prominent people 
who are interested in the State's educational 
progress. It is also felt that the English 
decision will have the effect of modifying to 
some extent the claims made for an imme- 
diate and general extension of the regulation 
in this country, in view ‘of the immense diffi- 
culties and the doubtful cost involved. 

Dr. T. J, O’Connell, General Secretary of 
the Irish National Teachers’ Association, yes- 
terday wey ings his approval of the British 
measure, but, because the report of the Free 
State Commission had not yet been officially 
considered, he felt that he would not be 
justified in commenting on the matter in an 
official capacity. He was glad, however, to 
see the English move, and felt that their de- 
cision was bound to influence this country 
eventually if the Free State was to keep its 
place in the modern world. 


MUCH TO BE DONE 


Mr, G. J. Clampett, C.E.0O., Rathmines 
Technical School, thought it interesting, in 
view of the recent controversy inthis country, 
to note that the date of application in the 
case of the new English legislation was 1939. 
The important point was that obviously it 
was realised that; there was 
amount’ of work to be done before the exten- 
sion of the school-leaving age could be ap- 
plied. The necessary building accommoda- 
tion, equipment, and properly trained teach- 
ing staffs -had to be secured, and, above all, 
time was necessary to work out to the last 
detail a very carefully prepared scheme of 
instruction. 

Personally he felt that in any\ extension 
of the school-leaving age, in the interests 
of the young people concerned\ it was 
necessary that the extended year, or years, 
should be spent in an entirely new environ- 
ment, and that the scheme of instruction 
given to them should be on a vocational 
basis. They were not going to work out a 
scheme like that without giving it a great 
deal of thought, and consequently in the 
metropolitan area: they could not apply an 
extension of the school-lezving age over- 
night, no matter how desirable it might be 
in the general interests of culture and 
education. He regarded the English report 
as squaring up very largely with the inten- 
tion underlying the report of the Free State 
Commission of Inquiry in that in both cases 
a cautious policy had been adopted. 

That from the Irish point of view the 
school-leaving age problem had yet to be 
satisfactorily settled, and that the report of 
the Commission issued recently was only the 
first phase in the effort to secure an advance- 
ment that was bound to come eventually, 
was the opinion expressed by Mr. E. 
Morton, Principal of Kevin Street, Dublin, 


T= provisions of the British bill for 


Technical Schools. He held that in the 
urban areas here the school-leaving age 
should be raised, because, whatever might 


be said about the country districts, it needed 
only a walk around the city to see that a 
great number of youths were really going 
to waste, standing about the street corners. 
When they were over fourteen years, the 
only real benefit that school could confer 
on them would be to keep them out of 
contact with the influences of the street, 
because most of them would eventually find 
their way into unskilled employment, 


QUESTION OF COST 


He agreed that in all probability this 
country would in the long run be influenced 
by what had been done in that regard across 
the Channel ;. but, as shown in the details 
given concerning the English bill, a cost of 
£2.500,000 was enormous. ‘The cost would be 
correspondingly heavy on this country, and 
such a scheme could only be promoted here 
in limited areas where the evils resulting from 
school-leaving at the age of fourteen were very 
apparent. An extension should be applied in 
urban areas in the first instance, and special 
schools needed to be established for the pro- 
vision of more practical education. 

Professor W. E. Thrift, T.D., said the 
English decision would strengthen the pre- 
vailing agitation in this country ; but he added 
that be did nét think that the attitude of 
the Government here was likely to be affected 
by it.. The extension was bound to come in 
this country eventually; but before that a 
good deal of building would be necessary to 
render conditions adequate to it. He felt that 
therg was a good deal of force in the argu- 
men’s get out by the Free State Commission, 
but 8$ the same time they could have excepted 
agrici.ltural workers, and applied an extension 
to the towns. It would probably encourage 
the early application of the experiments re- 
ferred to in the Report.

How he journeyed on two musiangs from 
Suenos Ayres to Washington—a distance of 
over 10,000 miles—between 1925 and the close 
of 1928 was told by Mr. -A. F. Tscheffely in 
his lecture before the Royal Dublin Society 
yesterday. 

Before starting on his trip 
normal a person as a schoolmaster could be. 
He wanted to get a change in life, as he had 
heen teaching for twelve years—three in Eng- 
land: and the rest in South America in an 
English college. He wanted to see the in- 
terior of South America, and the only ways 
of doing so were to go on foot, on mules, or 
on horseback. Another object that he had in 
mind was to prove that.the mustang. should 
be preserved from extinction. This’ horse 
was not known very well in Europe, at least, 
not in its purity. When the Spaniards dis- 
covered America there were no horses, but 
those which they introduced bred so rapidly 
that they “overvan the prairies of North 
America and the pampas of the South. 

With the aid of excellent photographs, the 
lecturer..showed what the real mustang 1s 
like. He himself had secured two ponies, 
ona 16 and the other 18 years of age, and he 
stated that they locked as fresh to-day as 
When they started out on his tour. 

The highest point he reached in the course 
of his tour was in the Andes, near La Paze, 
over 18.000 feet above sea level. During his 
two and a half years’ journey he slept out in 
all sorts of places, and was not attacked by 
any wild beasts, although he heard many 
und saw some. He travelled extremely light, 
and took an interest in archeological remains. 

He caused some laughter when he stated 
that part of his equipment was two revolvers ; 
he could not shoot with one, but thought 
that two would look better. |

So the 
next time he saw Lord Raleigh he 
approached him and said: “TI think I owe 
vou 5s. Here it is.” Lord wae added 
that Kelvin expressed himself “very 
strongly against using aeroplanes as a 
means of transport, and was quite 
emphatic in supporting a 10 m.p.h. speed- 
limit for motor cars. 


MCemorial Crees 


When passing the house of a friend the 
other evening I noticed that he was in the 
garden, working by the light of an 
electric lamp over the hall-door. I 
stopped to see what he was doing at that 
hour of the night, and found that he was 
digging a hole in a sheltered corner. He 
told me that at this time of the year, as 
he had little available leisure during, the 
day for gardening, he often worked by 
artificial light, but that, in any event, on 
this occasion he was doing a very special 
job that could not be deferred until the 
bright spring evenings. He was, he said, 
planting a flowering cherry tree in 
memory of King George V., and, he re- 
marked that, as it was not yet too late 
in the season, many other people might 
do likewise if it were suggested to them 
in time.

Ghe Persistent Salesman 


While it may be all very well, and 
probably quite profitable, for manufac- 
turing and distributing firms to have 
‘‘ house-to-house ’’ salesmen, it is not at 
all pleasant for the inhabitants of the 
houses. What is not borne in mind by 
the employers of these salesmen is that 
the people in the houses have business 
also to attend, and that they cannot be 
worried by salesmen, no matter how 
pleasant their disposition may be.

MUNICH. 


My prar Crartes,—I hope you do not 
regard these letters of mine as an inflic- 
tion. In one sense, I am the complete 
tourist, inasmuch as I always like to 
write home when I am abroad. In 
another sense, I surpass the complete 
tourist, because I write letters, whereas 
he generally confines himself to postcards. 
However, if my notes bore you, is not tha 
fire adjacent at this time of year? 

Have you decided to come over and 
join me for a week or so? I hope so 
sincerely, because it would be pleasant to 
have a companion to whom I could pour 
out my soul in the English tongue. Not 
that there is any lack of English among 
the Germans whom I have met. On the 
contrary, one German out of every three 
seems to have at any rate a stammering 
knowledge of my native tongue, and at 
least one out of every five talks it very 
passably. There have been, I must admit, 
occasions on which my scanty Italian and 
still scantier French has come in 
useful, particularly in , but where it 
was I shall leave you to find out for your- 
self! In any case, I should not regard it 
as impossible to manage my affairs in this 
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communicating with the natives; for they 
possess a most extraordinary faculty for 
anticipating one’s intentions, and go to 
any amount of trouble to make -one feel 
at home. | 

Anyhow, here I am sitting in the 
Hofbrau, alternately pulling at a large 
stone pot of dark beer—and beer it is, let 
me assure you—and scribbling these dis- 
jointed words. The Hofbrau really is a 
pub without peer. Picture to yourself 
some hundreds of people, planted at long 
tables, all with beer-mugs in front of them 


(steins for dark beer, and tall 
glass jugs, holding rather more. 
for light beer), talking, laughing 


singing; doing everything, in fact, short of 
getting disorderly enough to be thrown 
out. There is an orchestra playing Strauss 
in the gallery; and women are walking 
ound among the tables, selling curious 


and lift tiny beer-jugs to their mouths 
when you wind them up. Can you con- 
ceive a pleasanter way of winding up a 
rather tiring day ? 


Up the Zugspitz 


I can do with a sit-down and a stein of 
beer, having just returned from Garmisch 


and Partenkirchen, where preparations are 
in full swing for the Olympic WinterGames 
that are due to begin there on February 
6th. The train-carried me out from Munich 
this morning through the most exquisite 
country to the conjoined villages, where I 
studied the curious and charming houses, 
painted all over with coloured designs, like 
so many of these country houses in 
Bavaria. I wandered through the newly- 
built stadium, which will be floodlit for the 
night events at the Games, contemplated 
the ski runs, surveyed the Zugspitz tower- 
ing above my head in a glory of 
green and white, and finally took 
my seat in the” mountain railway 
train. It took over an hour to journey 
up the mountain in that train, and 
I shall not bore you with a description of 
the ascent--though there is one halt from 
which you look down upon a lake set in 
the heart of the mountains, one of the 
most beautiful things I have ever seen. 
Arrived within a thousand feet or .so of 
the top, I changed into an extraordinary 
affair, something like a tram on an over- 
head wire, and by it was carried (not 
without quite unnecessary qualms) to the 
summit. I. shudder to think just how far 
we would have fallen if the wire had 
given. way; but it didn’t, and never has, 


and thousands of people go up by it every 
year anyhow. 

As it happened, the Zugspitz was veiled 
in cloud to-day, and I was disappointed 
in my hope of seeing Austria. But I have. 
seen, instead, quite a Tot of one of the 
most interesting parts of Germany: all 
the more interesting because it is within 
easy reach of this most charming of cities, 
Munich. I cannot completely under- 
stand wherein the charm of Munich lies. 
It is not a particularly beautiful city. 
Architecturally it has no very ‘great 


interest, because most of the buildings | 


seem to be copies of other buildings. 
But the shops are delightful; and the 
beer-houses ; and the people. The people 
are very pleasant. They have not that 
blonde uniformity of colouring that you 
find all over North Germany, and neither 
have they the Prussian stiffness—though 
I must confess that I find this doctrine 
of Prussian stiffness somewhat difficult 
to believe, since I have seen very little 
of it myself. And the Muncheners enjoy 
life so thoroughly, as well they might. 
I have found no pleasanter people any- 
where in this land, except possibly in 
Diisseldorf, where they were extremely 
decent to me, and gave me a rattling good 
time. 


Luncheon on the Rhine 


Perhaps, when you come, we shall do 
as I did, and journey from Munich to 
Frankfurt by air. It is surprising how 
cheaply one can travel by ‘plane over 
here. I have not. worked out the bill to 
decimal places, but I gather that it costs 
very little more to hop from place to 
place in a German aeroplane than to make 
the same trip first-class on the railway. 
And then, for the sake of variety, we 
shall take a stage of the homeward journey 
by steamer down the Rhine. The Rhine 
will surprise. Admittedly, a friend of 
mine was disappointed to discover that 
factories wére at least as common along 
its banks as castled crags; but you will

library of popular works on rogues and 
vagabond® He writes in an agreeable 
manner, with the lightness of touch of the 
popular journalist or the author of best- 
selling thrillers. He has a most extensive 
knowledge of his subject, and ranges over 
two continents and many countries for his 
material. They are an astounding collec- 
tion, these men and women whose achieve- 
ments in fraud, forgery, deception, theft, 
blackmail and murder are recorded here. 
The claim is justified that if what Mr. 
Kingston has to tell was not amply con- 
firmed by sober judicial evidence it would 
be incredible.

start to the new series’ of studies of 
modern sociologists which Messrs. Chap- 
man and Hall are ‘publishing under the 
general editorship of of Professor Morris 
Ginsberg, now in the Chair of Sociology 
in the University of London, and Mr. 
Alexander Farquharson, the Secretary. of 
the Institute of Sociology. The aim of 
the series is to present a systematic intro- 
duction to “ the best of modern thinking 
about the social world in which we live 
and work,” and “ to reveal the real rela- 
tionship between the various sociological 
theories and the practical ‘problems of 


social life of which all thinking people| 


to-day are conscious.’”’ In both volumes 
this aim has been kept in mind, and in

Dr. Marett, who is Rector of Exeter 
College, Oxford, is in an exceptionally 
good position for writing on Tylor, He 
was a close personal friend of that pioneer 
in anthropology, and his relations with 
him at Oxford, and outside it, were con- 
stant and intimate. Dr. Marett, however, 
fears he stands too near Tylor to see him 
in the right perspective.

Dr. Marett gives a satisfying account of 
Tylor’s life and of his work in anthro- 
pology and archeology, and especially 
where his work reaches towards sociology. 
It will be found

of the subject. Noting that Tylor came of 
Quaker stock, the author has some acute 
observations on the evolution of the 
Friends from what was curiously regarded 
as fanaticism, through nonconformity to 
liberalism. In their first period they were 
looked upon as schismatics, then as 
eccentrics; but in the last period they 
attained complete respectability, “so far 
as that doubtful compliment applies to 
free-thinking persons of any description.” 

Trish readers will find here some of 
Tylor’s references to this country, 
especially in connection with the Irish 
claim to the discovery of America, and 
with what he thought were resemblances 
between Irish and Mexican anthropological 
material 


Notable Contradictions 


Dr. Borkenan’s volume on Pareto is a 
very different book from Dr. Marett’s. It 
is more critical, and in several respects 
it will be found more difficult reading. 
The cause of that is partly the nature of 
the subject, and partly the manner. ol 
treatment and the style. Nevertheless, 
this monogram will repay study, Com- 
paratively little of Vilfredo Pareto’s work 
has appeared in English, and múch less 
has been. written about him in that 
Janguacge than about any other sociologist 
of his stature. It is inevitable, too, that 
a serious study of him should be eritical ; 
for both he and his work were notable 
for their contradictions. Of his personal 
life even Dr. Borkenan cannot discover 
much to say, and here he has to 
draw upon the work done in French. by 
G. H. Bousquet five or six years ago. 


Life of Revolt 


Pareto’s father was a Genoese nobleman, 
who belonged to Mazzini’s party, and he 
had all the humanitarianism that distin- 
guished the Italian patriot and his dis- 
ciples. Not so Pareto. Against all this 
Pareto was in revolt all his life, whether 


& 
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or not bécause of personal conflict between 
father and son is not clear, But ‘‘ as soon 
as humanitarianism is in question, all 
moderation disappears from his work. He 
never mentions it without adding some in- 
sulting or abusing term. In a decisive 
passag? describing the antagonism between 
humanitarians and men of force, he con- 
tends that the latter accomplish a useful 
purpose in killing humanitarians like 
noxious beasts. i This antagonism 
has dominated all his problems, all his re- 
search, and all his solutions. In the light 
of this insatiable hatred which breaks 
through on every occasion, his repeated 
assertions as to his objectivity, serenity 
and detachment can be discarded as a lack 
of psychological self-knowledge,’’ There 
was something of the sociological anarchist 
in Pareto, and the influence of Nietzsche 
may be traced in him. On some points he 
would appear to have arrived at conclu- 
sions in psycho-analysis independently of 
Freud, 


A Period of, Storm

Do not allow yourself in any cir 
cumstances to imagine yourself a 
victim of persecution. If one especial 
reviewer steadily dislikes your work 
and says so, do not fancy that it is 
because he has heard you are a 
Mormon or because your wife cut 
him at a party. Do not imagine that 
the whole world of books is directed 
by manstrous (favouritism. ; . . Re- 
member that writing is a: personal 
affair, that there will always be. those 
to whom your work is unsympathetic, 
however magnificent your work may 
be! i 

I quote this paragraph because it seems 
to me that one of the more depressing 
signs of the times'is an increasing touchi- 
ness among authors.

The Elucidation of 


India 
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An Admirable New 
History 
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A History of India from the Earliest Times 
to the Present Day. By Sir George Dunbar, 
Baronet. London: lvor Nicholson and. 
Watson. 12/6 net. 


H ERE is a fine work of over 600 pages, 
a well-ordered, agreeably-written 
account of India that begins with that 
great civilisation of 3,000 B.c., which ex- 
eavations at Mohenjo Daro and Harappa— 
as we told in a review last year—have 
brought to light. The book comes down to 
the present day, and closes with a sum- 
mary of the factors that have shaped that 
mighty Empire :— 


Three influences have shaped the history 
of India. Two came by invasion through 
the north-west passes, the third came 
over the sea. 

The Indo-Aryan descent upon the 
country gave India her oldest and most 


powerful culture, the religion of 
Brahmanism and the concentration ot 
easte, her deep philosophy and the 


idealism of Hindu art. 

The Muhammedan conquests brought 
the doctrine of universal brotherhood in 
religion and the civilisation of Islam to 
become an established institution in the 
country ; but also to create the communal 
strife which has efisted with varying 
intensity for nine hundred years. 

The third great influence, the mosiim- 
portant politically in India to-day, is the 
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a slating from a critic, he bottled up his 
grief. Conceivably, he felt that ‘he had 
been ill-treated by an ignorant boor who 
was incapable of appreciating a work of 
art, and in all probability told his friends 
as much, while doing his best to present 
a brave face. But he did not rush into 
print about it. He maintained his dignity.

His attitude is different nowadays. I 
have watched with sorrow the new tend- 
ency among authors to answer back. 
Nobody could: take it amiss when a 
historian, who has asserted that the Battle 
of Clontarf was fought in 1014, and is told 
‘by a reviewer that it actually occurred in 
1016, ventures with all due modesty to 
reply. But it is a very different thing 
when the novelist, who has been recom- 
mended to give it up and try chicken- 
farming instead, flies into print with a 
violent assault on his reviewer's lack of 
education, experience, critical faculty and 
mental balance, not to mention 
susceptibility to personalbias. The author 
who takes this line, in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred, succeeds only in making 
an ass of himself, People who do not 
know him take no notice of anything but 
“his bad temper, while his friends—such is 
friendship—laugh at him for his pains.

It is perhaps a little hard on the author 
that he should be expected to endure a 
slating in ‘the public Press and to abstain 
from hitting back. But there you are. 
Actually the authors of books are so com- 
pletely unreasonable that there is virtually 
nothing to be done with them. If I am a 
reviewer, and chance to dislike a book 
which has been sent. to me for notice, how 
am I to handle it? There are three choices. 
I can swallow my conscience and praise 
the book to the skies—it must be to the 
skies, because the average author under- 
stands superlatives or nothing, and merely 
average praise arouses the suspicion that 
one doesn’t really like the book. Alterna- 
tively, I can lambaste him, in which case 
he is as likely as not to write wild letters 
about it, and destroy whatever chance he 
has of being taken seriously, Again, I can 
forbear to review his book; and then he 
has a worse grievance than ever. 


* + 


Once upon a time a novelist came to me. 
“ You eviscerated my last book—TI think 
most unfairly,’’ said he. ' My new one 
will be coming along in another ten days. 
Don’t you think you could do something 
better about it?” He was clearly not ask- 
ing for a puff. When I asked his mean- 
ing, he said: “ Could you not manage 
a little constructive criticism? If 
you don’t like the book, say where. 
in your opinion, it goes wrong. Not, of 
course, that I have any great respect for 
your judgment.” I did not like the book. 
I disliked it principally because the gram- 
matical errors that occurred at least twice 
on every page prevented me from reading 
it with any comfort; and I said so, docu- 
menting my review with the utmost care, 
and providing the correct alternative for 
every solecism. That was constructive 
criticism with a vengeance ; but to this day 
my one-time friend poisons my reputation 
wiftrever he goes.

work of other novelists, my retort is a 
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westernisation of the educated classes 
which came with the rise of British 
supremacy and the eventual establishment 
of the stability of order throughout the 
country ..... 


Here, we may say, is the whole history 
of India in a generalisation, However, Sir 
George Dunbar’s gifts are for the detailed 
manner of writing, too; and his book 
will rank as, perhaps, the best refer- 
ence work on Indian history for 
many a long day. If we turn to what he 
has to sav on the Portuguese discover) 
and the foundation of Gea—that stil! 
flourishing Portuguese possess ion—we find 
a sound, brief account that omits no 
salient fact. If we come down to present 
problems, we find him equally good. What 
is the supreme Indian problem ?—The 
defence of the North-West Frontier. 


The Russian Menace 


Beyond the border dwell war-like tribes 
possessed of at least a quarter of a million 
rifles. Defence forces now number 
183,000 of all arms, numerically inferior 
to the possible enemy, but strengthened 
by superiority of weapons, especially the 
airarm., Meanwhile, the ‘‘ Indianisation ’ 
of the army is proceeding, This is a poli- 
tical necessity, and doubtless highly desir- 
able; but Indians cannot supply men for 
supreme command -for lack of experience, 
and it is difficult to see how Indianisation 
and efficiency can advance together. Fast- 
ward move the forces of world unrest from 
Russia. Will thev strike an India unfit 
to resist successfully ?

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Life of Richard Cromwell

Richard Cromwell, Protector of England. 
By Robert W. Ramsey. Londen: Longmans, 
10/6 net. 


ICHARD CROMWELL was never 

fitted for the heavy burden of office as 
Protector of England, and of the conquered 
neighbouring ‘ countries, That much is 
plain enough to the most casual student 
He was not of the stulf of 
which rulers were made in his time. He 
Was in most respects a ‘‘good type” English 
gentleman, and neither his temperament 
nor his inclinations would ever have turned 
him into anything else. In these later 
times he might fill decently the role of 
President of a constitutional and demo- 
cratic republic, or nominal Jeader of a 
moderate political party. But to rule in 
the England his father, Oliver, had made 
was not his destiny. His brother, Henry, 
hight have had the requisite qualities, or 
one of QOliver’s generals. Truth to tell, 
Richard was well aware of all this, and he 
had no ambition to be other than he was. 
His declaration that he would have no 
blood spilled to keep him im power is 
evidence enough on these matters. 


A Peaceful Man 


Every point in this argument is driven 
well home in Mr. Ramsey's careful study, 
Mr. Ramsey is an authority on the Crom- 
wells, and if this volume has less life and 
drama than others of his writing the fault 
is not his, but hes in the weakness of his 
subject. Richard was happiest in his years 
of exile as plain Mr. Clarke, and he would 
have been happier still if cireumstance 
had permitted him to live his whole life 
in peace at home, without the cares of 
ofice. He wanted to be a simple, amiable, 
country gentleman, respected by his 
friends and neighbours as Mr. Richard 
Cromwell. It was not to be, however, and 
Mr. Ramsey, with scrupulous fairness, ex- 
plains why. 


Original Letters 


Mr. Ramsey has made use of all the 
available material. How small a figure 
Richard cuts in history is seen in the fact 
that the author’s list of authorities fills 
little more than a page and a half. For- 
tunately, these include original letters of 
tichard’s and of others, and the Vengellv , 
correspondence and accounts. From these 
Mr. Ramsey has ‘been able not only to 
write Richard's biography, but also to 
give a very ‘human picture of a not un- 
likeable personality ; his worries and his 
thoughts, and his relations with his family 
and his friends. But for these it would: 
searcely have been worth while to write a 
biographical study of such length. With 
them, however, this volume gives all that. 
is known, or need be known, about the 
shadow that for a moment filled the place 
of the “ man of iron,’’ who was Oliver 
Cromwell. The thought is irrelevant, but 
will. history repeat itself in the succession 
to Mussolini, Hitler or Stalin? 

An interesting by-product of Mr. 
Ramsey's work is information relating to 
Richard’s son, Oliver. <A real Cromwell, 
this. who was “ anxiors to play a part in 
the revolution of 1688, and offered to raise 
a regiment of horse for service in Ireland, 
but the offer was declined by King Wil- 
Ham. He was “a restless spirit, and 
caused his father some anxiety,” and so, 
perhaps, . the Irish Jacobites had some 
littie fer which thankful to 
Wiiham.

: Unemployment 


To the student of economics who revels 
in a really baffling problem we recommend 
a study of actual conditions in the Irish 
Free State. Speaking at a public dinner 
in Dublin during the week the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce painted a rosy 
picture of our position, and to the casual 
observer the Saorstdt must appear to be 
one of the most prosperous countries in 
Europe. There seems io be no lack of 
monéy in Dublin, Outside London we 
doubt if there is any city on this side of 
the Atlantic in which there is a greater 
expenditure per capita: on amusements. 
Dublin has a large number of enormous 
cinema theatres, every one of which is 
virtually packed on every night of the week 
—inchiding Sunday; and in comparison 
with other cities cinema seats in Dublin 
are anything but cheap. Mr. Lemass told 
his audience on Wednesday night that the 
number of private motor cars in the Free 
State had grown substantially of recent 
years, and it is a notorious fact that a 
motor car costs considerably more in the 
Saorstát than it costs nywhere else. One 
could multiply instances of this kind to in- 
dicate that there is no shortage of money 
in the Free State, and that, in fact, the 
country is better off to-day than ever it 
was. Ministers, indeed, are inclined to 
dwell on evidences of our well-being, and, 
not unnaturally, to take the credit to them- 
selves for this remarkable condition of 
affairs; but there are occasions on which 
the sudden intrusion of a cold fact comes . 
as an unwelcome douche to damp en- 
thusiasm. We print to-day, for example, 
an official statement of the unemployment 
figures in the Free State, showing that at 
the moment there are no fewer than 
144,764 persons on the unemployment 
register. This figure constitutes a record 
for the Saorstát We have no doubt that 
official apologists will explain it away to 
their own entire satisfaction; yet it is 
difficult to reconcile the existence of such 
a huge army of workless citizéns with the 
somewhat bombastic utterances of Govern- 
ment spokesmen. We know that emigra- 
tion has been stopped, and that the 
population is increasing in consequence by 
some 30,000 a year. We also know that 
the number of men and women in jobs 
probably is larger to-day than ever it was 
préviously ; but the ugly fact remains that 
nearly 145,000 citizens of the Saorstdt are 
without work. Few, if any, of them are 
starving, because the Free State has the 
most lavish system of doles and unemploy- 
ment benefit in Europe, but the mere fact 
that they are prevented from the earning 
of their daily bread must give the most 
thoughtless citizen pause. Ministers and 
their friends will tell us that the lack of 
jobs in this country is part and parcel of 
the economic depression which has been 
affecting the whole civilised world, and 
to some extent they will be right. What 
they will not tell us, however, is the one 
thing that matters—namely, that the 
entire economic situation in this country 
is bedevilled by the economie war with 
Great Britain. Two years ago the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the President 
announced with pride that Great Britain

Aircraft Legislation 


The text was issued to-day of the Air 
Navigation Bill, presented in the House 
of Commons by Sir Philip Sassoon, Under- 
Secretary for Air. It empowers the Air 


Minister, with Treasury approval, to enter 


into long term agreements for air trans- 
port services, and substitutes one and | 
half million pounds for the one million 
pounds specified in the Act of 1930 as the 
total subsidy to be paid in a financial year. 


It is estimated that this sum will cover 
the cost of Imperial Air routes, the 
inauguration and development of British 
air services across the Atlantic, and the 
development. of air services connecting 
with the British Isles with other European, 
countries, The Minister may devolve certain 
of his functions in regard to the design, con- 
struction and maintenance of civil aircralt 
upon a board representative of the civil 


aviation interests concerned. The bill 


introduces a scheme of compulsory in- 
surance of ‘aircraft against third party 
risk, but provision is made for the li~ita- 
tion of liability for third party damage 
caused by aircraft. This limit varies 
according to the weight of the aircraft 
from £5,000 to £25,000. 


The Naval Conference 


The London Naval Conference has 
resumed its activities, and has now 
reached a stage when the business passes 
into the hands of sub-committees of 
experts, who are concerned not so much 
with matters of high policy as with details. 
The Japanese withdrawal was arranged in 
the most friendly way, but it meant the 
end of quantitative limitation, and it 
must also mean the inelusion im any 
treaty of a saving clause to provide 


against Japanese building of war vessels.: 


(on the qualitative side, regarding sizes of 
ships and guns, the Conference is unant- 
mous ; and it seems that there is good hope 
of an agreement which, while it may not 
make a powerful contribution to the peace 
of the world, may save millions of money 
being expended on ships of huge dimen- 
sions, and thus be of great value to the 
taxpayers, 


Air Raid Defence 


The scheme prepared by the Government 
for the protection of the civilian popula- 
tion in the London area from enemy air 
raids is to be published shortly. It 
will be found that it will place on 
the London County Council and the 
Borough Councils responsibility for 
minimising the results ot gas attacks. The 
councils will have to provide for the 
maintenance of essential public services, 
the provision of gas-proof shelters for not 
more than_ fifty people, deal with the 
contamination of gas-infested areas, the 
rescue of victims and the extinguishing of 
fires. Their tasks will necessitate the 
employment of a large number of men: 
but it is expected that many of them wil! 
offer assistance voluntarily. Gas masks of 
a cheap, but efhicient, type are to be made 
available for the use.of the general public. 


The New Egyptian Premier 
Ali Maher Pasha, the new Egyptian 


Premier, has never been a party man in 
politics, though he has occupied various 


yofices at different times. He possesses an 


energetic and determined personality, and 
is a strong individualist, inclined to be 
quarrelsome. His first Cabinet appoint- 
ment was under Mohammed Mahmoud 
Pasha as Minister for Education, and later 
he was Minister for Justice. Last July he 
became chief of the Royal Cabinet, whose 
duty is to act as liaison officer between the 
King, the British Residency and the

Government. The post is regarded as one 
of the most difficult in the country, and 
it will not be easy to find a successor to 
Maher Pasha. Hassan Sabry Bey. the 
Egyptian Minister in London, will be 
Minister of Communications in the new 
Cabinet, and this will leave his post in 
London vacant. It is unlikely that it will 
be filled again until the Anglo-Egyptian 
negotiations have concluded. 


Boy Scouts’ Conference 


At the annual meeting of the Council 
of the Boy Scouts’ Association, held to- 
day, it was revealed that the total number 
of Scouts existing in the forty-eight coun- 
tries recognised by the International Com- 
mittee was 2,505,S963—an increase of 
206,874 over the world total for the pre- 
ceding year. The British Isles showed : 
decrease of 11,584, with a total of 448,396. 
but Scotland, Wales, Northern Ireland 
and the Irish Free State all showed small 
increases, the decrease being solely con- 
fined to England. In Northern Ireland 
there was an increase of 245 over the pre- 
vious year’s figures, while the Irish Free 
State showed an increase of 155. There 
were about 41,302 warranted Scout

The Meat Trade 


An Empire Meat Conference is to be 
held here in the course of the summer. 
when delegates from the Dominrions will 
meet representatives of the Board ol 
Trade, the Dominions Office, and the 
Ministry of Agriculture, to discuss the 
proposals for imposing tariffs on all im- 
ports of meat and dairy produce, with a 
preference for Dominions produce. The 
question is intimately related to the agree-

tatives are coming to London on Monday 
next to discuss its revision.

The gun-battle in the gate lodge of Camp- 
bell College was described in the Belfast 
Custody Cort to-day by Sergeant Jan Hay, 
who was seriously wounded by gunmen, who, 
it is alleged, were attempting to carry cut 
a raid for the rifles of the Campbell College 
O.1.C,  Befnard, Rooney, Thompson street, 
Belfast, is charged with attempted murder. 
Also in the) dock was Edward McCartney, 
Oranmore street, Belfast, who is charged 
with illegal possession of arms. Both accused 
men were cdmmitted for trial at the Belfast 
Commission fin custody. 

Sergeant flay, who was promoted from 
‘a constable Biter the shooting, said he was 
on duty inside the gates at the Hawthornlen 
road entrancp to the college about 8.30 p.m. 
on the 27th December Jast. He heard peupie 
moving about on the road, and three mer: 
took up potition behind one of the gate 
pillars. Three others walked to the coor 
of the gate |lodge. One knocked, and the 
door was opdned. The two smaller men went 
in. ‘The thitd hesitated for half a minute, 
and witness [saw it was Rooney, whom he 
had known before. Rooney looked towards 
the gate, took off his cap with his left hand 


and wound his scarf over his head. He 
replaced his |cap and went into the house, 
pushing the door to. 

“1 heard terrific screaming from a woman 
in the lodge.|as if she was in danger,” said 
the sergeant ‘At that moment I was shot 
through the [shoulder from behind me. ] 


jumped up and made for the gate lodge 
door. with mv revolver drawn. Just at the 
door the shboting hecame ‘general, both 
inside and optside the grounds. A shot 
passed my hehd like the thunder of a train, 
and struck thle wall above me. 


FACED|WITH REVOLVER 


“TI pushed pen the door of the gate lodge 
and found Rooney facing me in the porch 


with a servide revolver in his hand. He 
made a remark about the police, and ran 
across the kitchen. I followed into the 
kitchen. Thdre were two other men with 


Rooney, all of them with revolvers, at the 
far side of the kitchen. 
“Rooney ang on of the others opened fire 
at me from allont ten feet. I fired in return 
and hit one. | This man was aiming at me, 
but he was jitst too Jate, and he fell and 
the revolver fell from his hand. When I 
found the revplver afterwards it was fully

Mr. Joseph E. MacDermott, Mr. 
. Patrick J. Brady, Deputy-Chairman, 


Solicitors’ Benevolent Association at the 
Solicitors’ Buildings, Four Courts, Dublin, 
yesterday. 

Before entering on the business of the 
meeting; Mr. Brady referred to the death of 
their Chairman, and said that no solicitor had 
ever taken a greater or more practical ‘interest 
in the Benevolent Association, Mr. Mac- 
Dermott had been a subseribing member for 
upwards of 52 years. Many a recipient of 
the Association’s help had good reason to re- 
member that it was through Mr. MacDermott 
that a claim for assistance was successfully 
pleaded by their President. He followed as 
President one who was intimately acquainted 
with the Association and its needs. The late 
Sir George Roche would rank among their 
most zealous Presidents. He set a very high 
standard. Mr. MacDermott had reached that 
standard, if, indeed, he had not surpassed it. 
From the time he occupied the chair he had 
presided over their meetings with sympathy 
and kindliness of heart. His annual addresses 
showed a very real sympathy with the objects 
of ‘their Association. Apart from that, these 
addresses exhibited also a literary flavour, 
with which rare culture and wide reading 
had endowed him. 

As a token of sympathy with the relatives 
of the late Mr. MacDermott, the members 
present stood for a moment in silence. _ 

Death, the Chairman said, had again taken 
many members during the year. To the re- 
latives of each of these deceased members 


of the profession they tendered genuine 
sympathy. Among the names of those 
who passed away since last annual 


meeting, there was one who played 
a noble part in bringing the Solicitors’ Bene- 
volent Association to tha position it occupied 
to-day. To know the late Mr. Earl Bland 
was to love him, As the report stated, he 
was an active member of the Association for 
49 years and Secretary for 39 years. He pos- 
sessed to a remarkable degree the spirit of 
charity and practical love of his neighbour 
which was evidenced by the sympathetic and 
zealous friend he proved of the Association. 
When he became Secretary the funds of the 
Association were £882. When he retired 
from that office they were over £7,000. It 
was not too much to say that his untiring 
and unselfish efforts plaved a very large 
part in bringing about this state of things. 
He was elected a patron last year, and passed 
away last October to the genuine regret not 
only of his profession, but a host of friends. 


THE REPORT 


Speaking of the annual report, the Chair- 
man said that the Benevolent Association 
had been in existence for 72 years, ant 
during that long period much had been done 
to relieve members of the profession who had 
fallen by the way and had left behind them 
dependents with little of the world's goods. 
During these years many members oí the 
profession, both by the creation of annuities, 
legacies and subscriptions, had done much 
to build up the funds and strengthened the 
hands of the directorate to help those who 
could do little to help themselves. It would 
be untrue not to say that they had received 
much support from the members of the pro 
fession, but it is also true to say that they 
did not get all that support from the pro- 
fession for which they would naturally look 
They are many solicitors who forget the 
existence of their Association. Unluckily, 
their needs, so far from diminishing, grew 
more every succeeding vyear.. There were 
about 1,600 solicitors in all Ireland, and. yer 
of that number there were 1,100 members 
of the profession who did not give a penny 
piece to help towards the relief of those who. 
through death, ill-health and other causes, had 
been obliged to turn to them for assistance. 
In 1934 they paid out, between grants and 
annuities, £1,025 13s. 9d. During last year 
they exceeded that amount and paid out 
£1,142 7s., and if they had larger funds at 
their disposal that sum would have been con. 
siderably increased. The directors were most 
anxious to increase the amounts of grants 
and annuities in the distressing cases that 
come under their notice, and they could only 
do so by receiving more generous support 
from the profession. The amount spent last 
year exceeded by over £100 the amount for 
1934. They were anxious to remedy that 
siate of things, and a special general meeting 
of the Association had been held to alter the 
rule which fixed the annual subscription at 
one guinea to provide that, in the case of 
apprentices and those admitted less than 
three years, the subscription would be half 
a guinea. . 
Another rule had been amended to provide 
that the management shall consist of not less 
than forty directors, of whom not less than 
one-half should be metropolitan and the re: 
mainder provincial directors.

REMOVING. PROCESS 


As an alternative to ‘the dressing, the Order 
permits the ramoval of maggots by squeezing 
them out from the backs of cattle. Maggots 
removed in this way must be effectively 
destroyed, and the process should commence 
between the 15th and 2énd days of March, or 
as soou after that as the maggots have 
reached the stage at which they can be 
so removed. ‘This removing process is to be

In the interior decoration oí the ship a new 
and individual artistic note has been struck. 
Famous artists are now busy completing the 
pictures and portraits that have been com- 
missioned, Never before, it is said, has such 
scope been given to craftsmen and designers 
to exercise initiative and ability in decora- 
tions, furniture and fabrics. 


ON VAST SCALE 


Much of the work has, of course; had to 
be planned on a vast scale. Calculations 
respecting areas of woods have had to be 
made not in feet, but in acres. 

The liner’s main restaurant has an im- 
posing work at one end by Philip Connard, 
R.A., and another at the other end by 
McDonald Gill. The latter is a most 
fascinating novelty in the form of an im- 
mense decorative map--cOft. long, 24ft. wide 
and 13ft. high—which shows the North 
Atlantic. Sailing across this great pictorial 
sea is an illuminated ship—the Queen Mary 
in miniature. This little vessel will be always 
moving over the sea when the liner is in 
service, and she wili indicate to passengers 
the exact position of the Queen Mary at every 
stage of her voyage. The little ship's move- 
ments are automatically controlled. 

In one of the private diningrooms is a 
vivid picture of circus life by Dame Laura 


Knight. 
SHOPPING CENTRE 


For the ship’s shopping centre, Maurice 
Lambert has done an ivory-tinted frieze, 50ft. 
long, illustrative of speed as represented by 
antelopes, runners on the track, motor-cars, 
aeroplanes, express trains and seaplanes. 
Doris Zinkeisen has done. a deep frieze on 
theatrical and circus themes. In the verandah 
grill, where this fine work is hung, the cur- 
tains are of Royal red plush, spangled with 
stars of gold and silver. Gold lace, too, con- 
jures up memories of the old _ theatrical 
draperies. 

Anna Zinkeisen is responsible for the ball- 
room decorations. She has designed the satin 
curtains, and the whole room is a shimmer- 
ing mass of silvers and greys, even the danc- 
ing floor toning with the general colour 
scheme. 

Dancing through all the ages is the theme 
of some unusual paintings on hide by Margot 
Gilbert, who has portrayed West Indian 
natives dancing the Rumba, given a lively 
version of modern chorus girls pirouetting to 
the footlights, and has also recalled, in con- 
trast, the ceremonial dances of Egypt, the 
Three Graces of ancient days, and Chinese 
and Burmese group dancing. 


SPORTING CARVINGS 


Passengers who repair to the smoking- 
room will be able to look up at sporting 
page se by James Woodford, who haa also 
done decorative figures of the court cards. 
Quite different. is the subject chosen by 
Bainbridge Copnall for his series of bas relief 
carvings in the main restaurant. He has 
dealt with shipbuilding through the ages. 
In the long gallery there is a painting 
of an evening scene on the Avon by Algernon 
Newton. Bertram Nicholls has done English 
astoral scenes, and John Skeaping three 
arge mural carvings in the starboard gallery.

A7UCAR'S CAREER. 


ZUCAR, seven years old gelding, by 
A Milesius, out of Clarice, bred by the 
executors of the late Mr. Edward 
Kennedy at Straffan Station Stud, Co. 
Kildare, finished second in the list of leading 
money-winning horses in U.S.A. in 1935. Out 
of niné starts he won twice, was second 
twice, and third three times, earning 117,950 
dols., this being 24,305 dols. less than the 
leader, Omaha. 

His first outing was in the New Year 
Stakes of 4,750 dole. at Santa Anita Park on 
January 1st, wherein he was successful. At 
the same venue on February 7th he finished 
in the San Carlos Hardicap, by which he 
earned 500 dols. A week later he was placed 
third to Head Play (who won seven races out 
of thirteen starts in 1935) in the San Antonio 
Stakes, for which he received 750 dols. 

On February 23rd he easily won the rich 
Santa Anita Handicap, value 108,400 dols., 
beating a field of good racers, including 
Ladysman, .Time Supply, Top Row. Head 
Play, Mate and Twenty Grand. His next 
appearancee was in the Col-Alger Memorial 
Handicap at Detroit on May 30th, in which 
h» carried top weight and finished second 
after interference, earning another 500 dols. 
The winner proved to be Stand Pat, a four years 
old son of the Co. Kildare-bred mare, Low 
Degree, a daughter of La 
tion, that was bred by Major J. S. Cape at 
the Ballymany Stud. Low Degree has also 
produced another good racer in Below Zero, 
winner of six races in 1935. Stand Pat was 
successful on nine oceasions, his total earn- 
ings for 1935 being 28,225 dols. 

On June 20th ‘Azucar was started for the 
Derby Week Special Handicap at Detroit, 
and finished third to Head Play, his place 
money being 400 dols. His next outing was 
in the Pontchatrain Handicap at Detroit on 
June 22nd, in which he was again placed 
third, receiving 400 dols. At the same venue 
on June 29th he gave 11b. to his solitary 
opponent, Discovery (winner of 102,545 cols. 
during 1935), but was beaten easilv ; his share 
of the stake nevertheless was 2,500 dols. His 
final appearance for the season was in the 
Stars and Stripes Handicap of 9.000 dols. at 
Arlington Park on July 4th, in which he 
finished fifth of eight runners.

The might of the world is once again 
arrayed against Great Britain in the Davis 
Cup competition. Britam won the coveted 
bowl in Paris in 1933 and resisted the chal- 
lenges of America in 1954 and 1950 at Wimble- 
don.

The*Director of Broadcasting announces the 
first national competition for radio plays and 
comedies, open to all lrish writers. ~ 

By a radio play is understood one written 
and arranged to conform to the particular re- 
sources and special requirements of broad- 
casting. A theatre piece, adapted for the 
radio by using acoustical effects, is not suit- 


able for entry for this competition, the object 
of which is to encourage the writing of short 
pieces on a plan which is not a stage plan. 

The time of playing should he short, the 
number of characters few; the language con- 
cise and incisive and expressive: the situa- 
tions should be realistic and capable of being 
quickly grasped by listeners. 

The form of the oratorio—that is, a.com- 
position including poetry and music, like the 
ancient oratorio works—should he considered 
by writers: but the subyect should be modern 
for preference. Fxplanations. of the situa- 
‘Indeed, 
the more the sketches are suitable for radio 
production, the less these announcements are 
needed. Noises and acoustical effects can 
be introduced in moderation. not as a frame- 
work for a situation, but as a stimulation to 
the understanding 0° the action by listeners. 

The choice of subject is left free to com- 
petitors. , 

Six prizes of £5 5s. each are offered, for 
the hest ‘six plays in lvish or English, written 
specially for the radio. 

The plays should be timed to play approxi- 
mately thirty minutes. 

Five prizes of £3 3s. are also offered for 
the best five short, original sketches in Irish 
or English, written specially for the radio. 
Sketches should be timed to play not more 
than fifteen minutes. 

The winning plays and sketches will be 
broadcast. The rights of broadcasting them 
once, without further payment to the author, 
are reserved to the broadcasting station, after 
which all+rights shall revert to the authors. 

There is no entrance fee. Entries should 
be addressed to the Director of Broadcasting,

DEAD MAN’S MONEY

That death was due to drowning was the 


verdict. of the jury at an inquest held in 
Newry to-day touching the death of a pig- 


butcher. and farmer, Bernard Kelly, aged 
about 63 years, of Lathbinget, Mullaghbawn, 
County Armagh, whose dead body was found 
in the inland. canal at + Lisdrumgullion, a

Evidence was to the effect that .the 
deceased man had come to Newry, where he 
had been paid au account of £12 10s., on 
Monday ‘morning. He had visited several 
piblichouses during the day, and had been 
drinking during the mght with a pensioner, 
Burns, Ressbrook, who left him 
about 9 o’efock, and subsequently came back 
to look for him, but found that he had left. 
Arthur McGurgan, Linenhall square, said 
that shortly after 9 e clock he saw a man 
going down the canal bank staggering In 
direction’ in which the decéased man’s 
body was found. 

Sergeant Wilson said that when the body 


| was taken out of the canal the police found 


on it 6s. 6d: in silver and 103d. in coppers, 
together ‘with some papers and a bottle of 
Jeyes” Fluid. 
Medical evidence, having been gvien, the 
Coroner said that the disappearance of £10 
or £12 which the deceased man should have 
had caused suspicions, which the police 
had endeavoured to have cleared: up, 
but: it - might have dropped - anywhere.
